The so-called labor journal, asserted 
Mr. Evans, is called the Illinois Labor 
News and generally goes to press a day 
or two before each important election, 
providing of course, he said, that suf- 
ficient advertising can be gathered to 
warrant its printing. 

Labor leaders recall that the last 
time the publication made its appear- 
ance was shortly before the presiden- 
tial election last fall.

Olander Tells Its Status.

Indorsed by Engineers’ Union.

Hartford, Conn., April 4.—[{By the

He was sentenced to be hanged a few

for the murder of Patrolman James 
Skelly last Oct. 12 in New Britain, 
But Chapman, still the stoic crim- 
‘inal of iron nerve, hasn’t give up the 
| fight for his life. Notice of appeal from 
‘ithe first degree murder verdict was 
filed by Chief Defen: : Counsel Fred- 


erick J. Groehl directly after sentence 
of death had been imposed. 
Hopes to Escape Noose. 

A reversal of the verdict and a new 
trial may yet enable the prisoner to 
escape the hangman's nodose. Or, 
should the state Supreme court up- 
hold the lower court, it may take 
months before its decision is reached, 
thus deferring the execution. 

News of the verdict and senterice 
was bad news:to Hartford, which was 
decidedly “for’’ Chapman. . 

Motion picture spectators had for the 
last week hissed pictures of Walter E. 
Shean, the Springfield, Mass., advertis- 
ing man who first accused Chapman 
of murder. These same crowds ap- 
plauded when Chapman’s picture was 
thrown on the screen. 


Prison for Informer. 


Hugh M. Aloorn, state’s attorney, 
|gaid today that he would recommend 
to the court a long prison term for the 
Springfield man, who is expected to 
plead guilty to a robbery charge. 

Shean, when captured near Davidson 
& Leventhal’s New Britain depart- 
ment store on Surday morning,’ Oct. 
| 12, last, told the police that Chapman 
had been his partner in looting the 
store safes. Shean.said Chapman was 
the cracksman who had shot a path 
to freedom, killing Skelly. : 

Took One Ballot.

day, returned to deliberationg soon 
after 9 o'clock this morning. At 10:26 
‘it had reached its verdict, having voted 
just once. Court was convened and 
Chapman, haggard after his long night 
of uncertainty, stool up in the p n- 
jer’ s docket as the jurors filed in, 

He did not flinch at the reading of 
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the verdict, “ guilty as charged.” Nor 
did he glance at the jurors. When 
Judge Jennings, in discharging the 
jurors, told them that theirs had been 
“a just verdict, one wholly satisfac- 
tory to me,” Chapman turned to his 
guards with their waiting manacles, 
and he left for his basement cell with 
just the shadow of a sardonic smile on 
hie lips. 
“All Right,” Says Bandit. 

Defense counsel made and lost a 
motion to discard the jury’s verdict: 
There were tears in the eyes of Groeh!l 
as he reached a sympathetic hand to 
his client. 

“Chappie, I’m sorry,” he said. 

“©, that’s all right,”” replied. the 
condemned man with a wan emile. 

An hour later court was convened 
for the imposition. of sentence. The 
sheriff’s voice boomed hollowly through 
the court as he enjoined silence “ while 
sentence of death is pronounced on the 
prisoner at the bar” 

His Cheeks Flash. 

At the word “death,” Chapman 
evinced his one emotion of the day. 
His cheeks flushed for an instant, but 
he held his head high and looked un- 
waveringly inte the judge’s eyes. In 
clear and distinct voice he said “ Noth- 
ing to say,” and awaited sentence. 

Back in the prisoner’s dock, he still 
retained his seeming composure.

CAPES AND LACE FROCKS 


FOR SPRING. # 
BY BETTINA BEDWELL.

—Most of us who sat through re- 
cent openings of the Paris grands 
éourutiers and observed their in- 
tentions in the matter of springtime 
apparel devoutly hope they have some 
kind of arrangement with our ancient 
enemy, the weather man. They have 
created their spring models with mag: 
nificent assurance of ethereal mildness 
soon to come, and they have practi- 
cally banished fur, except as to wide 
decorative bands for the lower edges 
of coats, where, as everybody knows, 
it is pretty, but not useful. They have 
replaced fur collars with small but 
chic band collars of cloth; they have 
introduced sleeveless coats, and they 
‘have launched the well ventilated cape 
and the lace trimmed frock. 

If the weather doesn’t codperate, it 
will certainly be a season when goose 
flesh will be affected by our smartest 
women, for already many of these non- 
wind fending features have been 
adopted by the ones whose clothes help 
to make styles. 

A new American marquise, who left 
Paria the other day on one of the great 
ocean liners, was beautifully outfitted 
th one of these all buf collariess coats, 
of sand kasha, the sleeves of her dress 
serving for both garments.

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t in Italy many an interest- 
ing custom has grown up around them. 
One is described as follows: “There 
is a quaint fashion here attached to 
the use of eggs at Easter. On Palm 
Sunday it is the custom of a young 
affianced girl to send a gift of 101 eggs 
and a branch of olive to her lover; and 
on the day of St. Restitute, May 17, 
the grateful lover sends her in return 
twelve pounds of torrone, a sweetmeat 
peculiar to Italy, made of honey and 
almonds, and. harder 


eggs and milk. as well as plain ones to 
be eaten with sugar. Some of the cakes 
were what are called “form cakes” in 
some parts of the world today, or 
shaped like a crown. The tins for bak- 
ing these cakes are not so much seen 
among us, although we can find them, 
but in some countries of Europe they 
are much used and the cakes baked in 
them have more than one sort of mean- 
ing. From the descriptions of Easter 
cakes we may judge that it is the form 
of the decoration that counts most, not 
the way they are made, although in 
England the cakes made of a raised 
dough seem to have been those given 
as Lenten gifts, et¢. In a description 
of a Russian Easter it says: “and 
around the churches are piles of Easter 
cakes, each with a taper stuck in it, 
waiting for a blessing.” — 
Rice Boiled in Milk. 

If we would have rice boiled in milk 
for Good Friday, the German method 
of preparing it is an interesting one: 
Sealé a half cup of rice in three differ- 
ent waters, adding a pinth of soda at 
the last. Butter a small bread mold 
and its tightly fitting cover, put in the 
rice, add a pint of milk, stir, cover, 
set on a trivet or wire stand in boiling 
water to two-thirds of the height of 
the mold, in a kettle which can be 
covered. Cook for two hours over a 
fire that will keep the water just boil- 
ing Take up, dip mold in cold water, 
and turn rice out immediately. If the 
cover was tight enough, this pudding 
will keep the shape of the mold as a 
loaf of brown bread will, and be as 
spongy a8 a mousse. If the cover is 
not tight, it will break as it comes out, 
but the milk will have been more con- 
densed in the cooking, and instead of 
a snowy white pudding, you will get 
one of a pinkish shade. It will then 
have much the flavor of poor man’s 
rice pudding. ;

To have the 
plaits set properly it is necessary to 
my them accurately. Mark each per- 
foration’ clearly with basting thread 
or French chalk, and lay each piait, 


‘from. the top, down, pinning it first, 


and then basting. Be sure to see that 
the under side of the plait lies as flat 
as the top and if it doesn’t, shift the 
folds slightly until every part is 
smooth. The bastings should be left 
in until the dress is finished. 

A strap belt is set on over the 
plaited section on both sides, and these 
beHs should be nicely lined with silk; 
and they may be invisibly tacked on, 
and the buttons sewed right through 
both belt and dress. The wrist band 
should not be cut to too close a meas- 
ure, for unless the material is very 
thin the band is apt to be too tight 
when finished.

Not that he is averse to musical complexities; in fact, he 
maintains an inviting attitude toward the right kind.

r EW YORK.—{Special Correspondence.]—It is often 

extremely difficult for us to judge the Broadway drama

If she forbids the lover the 
house. the daughter is almost sure 
to leave also. And if she shuts he- 
eyes, masters her jealousy, and lets 
her daughter marry this middle 
aged beau, she is risking the happ’- 
ness of her child and suffering untold misery herself. 

What, being a y repogter you ask yourself, what would 
a mother of 46 do tinder these circumstances? And &traight- 
way you realize, being masculine and cynical, that you have 
not the slightest idea. 

What this mother does is first to forbid the banns and 
threaten to throw her former lover out. Then she reconsiders 
and steps aside. The situation being what it is, she being 
responsible for the daughter and the lover and the situation. 
that she, ostrichlike, had thought hidden from the world—it !s 
her duty tp step down and let her daugiter and her friend 
marry and be as happy as they can.

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Will Be Fought Out in 
Radio Conference. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., April 4—{Spe- 
cial.]—The battle over control of radio 
in the dissemination of news all over 
the world is scheduled to be fought 
out in the international radio confer- 
ence, which the President ‘has planned 
vo call late this fall, according to ad- 
Vices received in official quarters today. 

This controversy, of which limits, if 
auy, ‘should be placed over the radio 


net, to preserve the functions of news- 
papers and news agencies, has deve!- 
oped with the progress of radio, in 
some quarters it being alleged that 
radio was encroaching in a field prop- 
erly belonging to the news organiza- 
tions of various kinds, and various 
remedies have been proposed, some of 
which have been fought and others of 
which are favored. 
Measures of Protection 

In the last year representatives of 
twenty-five national news agencies, in- 
cluding all. the principal Buropean 
countries; and many of the largest of 
in operation, met in 
Berne, Switzerland, where the subject 
was considered in detail, and it was de- 
cided to press for action at the coming 
international communications. confer. 
ence along certain lines which they 
decided would effectively protect what 
they regarded as their proper sphere. 
Some of these measures are: 

Limiting the receiving range of i? 
private stations. 

Penalties, including payment of pany 
ages, confiscation of apparatus, and 
forfeiture of license for violating the 
secrecy of radio messages. 

Fixing: @ word rate for press broad- 
casts, irrespective of the number of 
addressees included in the collective 
list, even those which are artificiai or 
“blind.” Reduction of présent tele- 
graphic press rates would also be pro- 
posed to the conference. 

Condemn Radio Telephone. 

Other measures of a similarly sweep- 
ing character are proposed for consid- 
eration at the coming conference. The 
Buropean meeting condemned by 
resolutiqgi. the radio telephone as a 
menace to news agencies, which might 
deprive them of their means ef ex- 
istence and as a menace to the public, 
because of the “ uncontrolled " spread- 
ing of press news. 

The American conference plan 
hinges on the disposal in Europ< of 
the preliminary conference, which 
was scheduled for May, but has been 
postponed for the time, and no definite 
date set. The American conference 
cannot, under the existing arrange- 
ment, be called until this preliminary 
gathering has concluded its work.

TORNADO RELIEF 
TRAIN DIRECTED 
BY RADIO. FAN 


Sole Source of News 
Through Night. 


Dorrisville, Til., April: 4.—{Special.] 
—It became known hére today that 
the movements of a. relief train de- 
stined for the tornado area were ‘di- 
récted from Chicago tea point within 
a few miles of this place by J. R. 
Tate, operator of a local amateur radio 
station. As this town was outside the 
direct path of the storm, which caused 
terrifie damage only fifteen miles away, 
local persons were free to give their 
assistance to those within the stricken 
area. 

At Post? All Night. - 


The ordinary means of communica- 
tion by telegraph and telephone hav- 
ing been cut off completely by. the 
storm, Tate’s amateur station was for 
an entire night the only contact be- 
tween this section of Illinois and Chi- 
cago where help was being sought. 

For hours Tate-.transmitted -mes- 
sages regarding the progress of the 
relief train in addition to dispatching 
bulletins, press and information, about 
the loss of life and property damage. 

| Tate’s station was in excellent contact 
with amateur station, 9AAW, operated 
by William Schweitzer and W: Mar- 
quardt of Chicago. At the Chicago sta- 
tions experts from THe CHIcAGo TRIB- 
UN®P’s station, W-G-N, assisted the am- 
ateur. During an interval between 
the dispatches station 9YAU offered to 
help, but further agsistance was not 
at that time necessary. 


Many Stations Inoperative. 
Many of the amateur stations in 
the path: of the storm, it became 
known afterward, were inoperative 
because the antennas had been blown 
down and the stations otherwise dam- 


jaged. Despite this fact, however, a 


large number of American Radio Relay 
league operators were on the air and 
several times both Tate and the Chi- 
cago Hams were interrupted by others 
offering assistance.

The me- 
chanical device may be manipulated so 
finely that in itself it becomes an art.
